Henry V. Lucas Talks About the 
Historical Society Suit, 


- — 
— 


He Does Not Want the Property Sold te 
the Exposition Directors—Some of the 
Bequests by Mr. Lucas, Sr.—Interest- 
ing Litigation. 


A case of considerable interest, involving the 
title toalotof ground conditionally deeded to 
the Historical Society and the Academy of 
Science by Jas. H. Lucas, has been argued and is 


now under consideration in Judge Lubke’s esurt. 
The facts in connection with the transfer of the 
property in question out of which the present 
suit grew are as follows: Ov the 8th day of. Juve, 
187 2, James H. Lucas and wife conveyed by deed 
to the Missouri Historieal Society and the Acide- 
my of Science as tenants in com. 
mon __—ithe lot of pense situated 
on Locust street, near Thirteenth, re 
Christ Chureh. The lot has a front of 56 feet on 
Locust street, by a depth of 106 feet 4 inches, and 
is bounded on the east and south by alleys, and 
on the west by Christ Church. The land was 
given to the two societies for a nominal cousider- 
atiod upon the express condition tnat they should 
erect upon it a building suitabie for the objects 
and purposes the societies within five 
years from the date of the transfer. That period 
having elapsed without phe condition having been 
rerformed, and James H. Lucas being dead, his 
koim claimed that the title to the land tu the two 
sicteties had been divesied, Not desiring, yow- 
ever, to deprive the societies of their benefits ac- 
cruing to them under the former deed, 
ana  aeting under the representation 
that if the time were extended the bullding would 
be erected, the Lucas heirs consented to make a 
new deed, transferring to the two societies their 
interest In the property. Accordingly, tu 1878, 
John B.C. Lucas, Robert J. Lucas, Juseph D. 
Lucas, Heury V. Lucas, James D. Lucas, John $. 
Hager and his wife Elizabeth L. Hager executed 
a deed conveying the same lot 
to George Engelmann, Peter L. Foy, Albert Tadd, 
Jeremiah A. B. Alleya and Oscar W. Cotlet as 
trustees, upon Condition they should,wiibin the ee 
years, erect or cause to be erected ou the lot a 
suitable building to be used by 
Historical Society and the Academy of 
Science. The three years passed, 
and still no building was erected. The Lucas 
heirs took no steps to divest the title in the irus- 
lees, and on the 19tn of May, 1883, a bill in equity 
was filed in the Circuit Court by the Si. Louis 
Historical Society, a-King the court for a parti- 
tion of the land in question between Itself and the 
Academy of Science. The reasons assigned were 
that the two societies had come to the conclusion

and as it was impossible to procure auy adjoining 
land, they deemed if to the best interests of both 
societies to partition the land, sell it ant devote 
the proceeds to procuring other lots for the 
ereclion of Quildings for the two societies, In the 
first ball, the Academy of Science was 
ihe sote defendant, vut an amended hill 
was filed on the 25th ot July, 1883. 
in whicn the Lucas heirs and the trustees under 
the second deed were also made defendants. In 
the answer filed by the Lucas heirs, they claim 
that the title to the land in the trustees tad been 
forfeived because they had failed to comply with 
the conditions to build in the deed of 
conveyance, and they therefore ask 
that the title be ré-vested ,in them.

Local Defection and Outside Com- 
petition Damaging the Ring. 
Geek 
Inside History of the Exposition Build- 


from a Combination of Bosses--Perse- 
cution of an Ex-Ringster by His Old 
Associates. 


Afew days agothe Post-DisPAtcn published 
an article descriptive of the remarkable activity 
which characterized the building business in St. 
Louis this year, which showed that not only were 
the operations in that line larger this year than 
they had ever been during a like previous season, 
but that the prospect was an unusually bright 
one, almost all the archiiects 
and ~——s builders having contracts , on 
hand which promised to keep them busy 
for many months to come, According to several 
of Lhe builders the only fear thev entertained was 
thag the journeymen artisans, hearing of the pros- 
pect of an abundance of work, would seize upon 
the ravorable opportunity for inaugurating strikes 
for bigher wages and thus prevent the realization 
of the hopes warranted by the gratifying outioox. 
Judging by recent developments in connection 
with the buiiding of the Exposition and Music 
Hall, it looks as though ¢here were combinations 
other than those which join journeymen ip a com 
mon object, calculated to put adamper upon the 
building boom row in full swing. This 
fact was broughtto light through the pretty 
free discussion in building circles of the extra- 
ordinary discrepancy between the bids for the 
Exposition plasteriuz made by local_ plasterers 
and those put in by Chicago bidders. In the first 
instance the onty plasterers bidding were St. 
Louts firms, whose figures ran as follows: Porter 
White, $17.937; J. M. Bixler. $18.385; John John- 
son, $18,400; Wm. Adams, $18.523: P. MeGrath, 
$18.225; Burmmich & Adams, $15.573; Thos. P. 
McElligott, $18,475: John Fizgerald, $18,333, and 
Stephen O'Connor, $18,250. None of these bids 
were satisfactory, and ihe Exposition managers 
advertised for some more and extended the in- 
vitation to Chicago plasterers, the result being 
that one of the latter, named Joseph Eastman, 
offered to do the work for $9,749 and secured the 
coutract. the other bidders being as follows: 
Porter White, $13,969; Henry Fuerbach, $14.250; 
Brummich & Adams $15,000; J. M. Bixler, 615.975; 
Stephen O'Connor, $11,660; Wm, Adams, $17,000; 
John Johnson, $16,040; P. MeEtligot. $15,549, and 
another Chicago vidder, Smith & Crimp, $11,900. 

{T HAS LEAKED OUT, 

since the award Was made to the Chieago firm, 
who offered tv do the work for about $9,000 less 
than the original St. Louis bidders, that the dis- 
appointed local plasterers have been very wrath- 
ful over the loss of the job, but that their anger 

instead of being vented on the successiull 
Chicago firm, has been leveled agate’ 
one of themselves, in the person of the 
firm of Stephen O'Connor, whose ereg to in 
the fact that, while he eombined tn the first fn- 
stance with the othet St, Louis ris at the time 
they sent in their $18,000 bids, on the occasion of 
the second advertising acted independently and 
sent in bis bid for $11,660, a defiance of the plast- 
erers’ ring which was said to have eost him their 
undying enmity, aud a promise on their part that 
they woula run him out of the city as a reward 
for bis temerity.

It is quite ciear from the evidence in this

THE CHEROKEE’S CASH, 


Investigation of Charges Against Con- 
gressman Phillips. 
By Telegraph to the Post-Dispatch. 

WASHINGTON, March 28.—Several Months ago 
charges were preferred by E.U. Boudlunot, at pres- 
ent private secretary of ‘Senator Walker, before 
Secretary Tétler,against ex-Congressman Phillips 
of Kansas. Boudinot, whois a member of the 
Ciferokee Nation, charged that Phillips had pro 
cured as a tee, of the Cherokee Nation, the sum 
of $22,500 as a corrupt fund for the passagé of a 
claim of the Cherokees. amounting to §300,00 0. 
Boudinot said in his letter that Phillips had rep- 
resented that this money was needed to satisfy 
the claims of Secretary Teller and Senator Dawes. 


Boudipnot asked both these gentlemen to investi- 
gate the charges, but neither of them would take 
any Official notice of the matter. They denied 
any knowledge of any wrong-doing by Phillips. 
Boudinot, after failing to sectre an investigation 
in the Senate or the Interior Department, has 
brought suit against. Phillips, charging him with 
corruptly influencing Congress. Yesterday, ve 
fore Commissioner Brady, Dennis W. Bushy- 
head chief of the Che: oxee Nation,was examimed.

Inthe course vf his examination he gave 
the ful) details of the original ciaim of the Chero- 
kees to $300,000 for lands ceeded by them to the 
United States. He said that Robert B. Ross and 
Richard M. Woile were the delegates of the 
Cherokee nation, employed at the capital to watch 
over its interest. When the $300,000 was obtained 
from Congress the Oherokee Legislature made a 
per capita distribution of it, with the exception 
of $22,500, wiiel was sent to 
Washingtou. Bushyhead was chief of the nation 
at the time, and he himself brought the money to 
Washington. The money was given him in the 
form of a draft. 

‘‘What disposition did you make of it?” he was 
asked, 

“TI paid it over to the delegation, as authorized 
by the act of the council,” he answered. 

“Did the act of the Legislature mention the 
delegation as being entitled to receive that 
money?” 

“Tne title of the act,” he replied, “was to pay 
obligations of the delegation.” He saiu in addi- 
tion that it meant Wolfe and Ross, the regular 
delegates.
